This tax, from now on, is to be used 
for creating a permanent surplus in 
the hall insurance fund ta be applied 
In paying losses more promptly.

This statement should not be 


construed to mean that such moneys 
cannot be used before five years, for 
the law provides that such surplus 
may bo used every yaar, but the lew 
on the cropped lands must, from now 
on, take care of all the Indemnity, 
which would, of course, mean that the 
So tax for the five years will remain 
n surplus.
